LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL’S DIGEST

AB 739, asamended, Salas. Cereners-Local officers. deputy coroner.

Existing law generally setsforth the duties of acoroner. Existing law
specificaly requires a coroner to hold an inquest under certain
circumstances and authorizes a coroner holding an inguest to, among
other things, issue subpoenas.

Thisbill would, for purposes relating to the duty of a coroner to hold
an inquest, provide that a coroner’s appointed deputy or authorized
deputy shall include adeputy coroner or part-time or volunteer personnel
of the sheriff coroner’s-effice; office who is a reserve officer, as
specified.

The
Commission on Peace Officer Standards and Training shall not
reimburse any individual agency for training or certification of
any part-time or volunteer personnel.
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
